Mr.  pavid  Onwsheck,  the  Inventor  of  this 
applifloce,  was  on  board  tlra  train  *nd  the 
Record  correspondent  Interviewed  Min.  The 
Inventor  stated  that  he  had  conceived  the  idea 
of  a  spark-arrester  some  years  ago  and  btd 
but  receutly  perfected  It.  HJunnlng  from  tlie 
front  eottu eet ion  of  the  enginq  boiler,  at  a  de¬ 
pression  ot  about  forty-five  degrees,  is  placed 
an  apron,  or  hood,  of  sheet  biou.  At  the  base 
of ‘this  apron  is  a  box  containing  water,  and  all 
cinders  which  were  fonicrli1  driven  by  the 
exhaust  steam  up  the  smokewtaek  now  strike 
the  apron  aud  drop  into  lbe  box  of  water  below 
and  are  extinguished.  A  levqr  conuected  with 
the  cinder  box  extends  to  thd  cab  of  tbe  engine 
and  the  engioeer  cau,  by  pulljug  it,  dump  the 
cinders  aa  often  as  necessary.
